Council met on the call of the Warden for the June Session 
at 10 o’clock A.M., the Warden in the chair. All the Members 
were present. The Minutes of the proceedings of March the 
25th were read and adopted. 


The Warden welcomed the Members and mentioned that 
this would be an extremely busy Session. 


The following communications were read. 


1, From the County of Dufferin, a resolution petitioning 
the Minister of Education to give serious consideration to a pro- 
posal that his Department assume full and complete administra- 
tion of the teaching profession from certification to placement 
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and remuneration, inasmuch as it pertains to primary and second- 
ary School systems in the Province. 


2. From the County of Renfrew, a_ resolution petitioning 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs to consider payment of a 50% 
subsidy towards the cost of establishing and operating County 
Assessment Departments. 

3. From the United Counties of Northumberland and Dur- 
ham, a resolution opposing any legislation coming into effect to 
enlarge public school areas beyond the boundaries of the minor 
municipalities at this time, ie. Townships, Towns and Villages. 


4. From the County of Essex, a resolution requesting the 
Provincial and Federal Governments to assume a more equitable 
share of future capital construction costs of hospitals by increas- 
ing their grants to the said hospital costs of hospital construction 
to meet the present day cost per bed, and providing the services 
required to efficiently and economicaly operate the said hospitals. 


5. From the Town of Port Dover, a resolution requesting 
the Department of Transport to erect a breakwater wall on the 
east side of the pier for the protection of the bank erosion and at 
the same time give space for small craft facilities and protection. 


6. From the Town of Whitby, a_ resolution asking the 
Province of Ontario to set in motion immediately, a grant pro- 
gram which would restore equity in the field of education within 
the Province. 


7. From Bruce County, resolutions — (a) that the Federal 
and Provincial Governments be urged to subsidize, to the extent 
of 50%, the cost of sewerage programs ordered by the Ontario 
Water Resources Commission in any urban municipality having 
a population of under five thousand. 


(b) requesting that the Minister of Municipal Affairs make 
more assistance and co-operation available from the Community 
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Planning Branch to townships, as they have been experiencing 
great difficulty in having plans of subdivision approved by the 
Department. 


8. From the Ontario Municipal Board ,a letter advising of 
their decision to dismiss the whole of the application of the Town 
of Ingersoll for annexation of part of the Township ef West 


Oxford. 


9. From the Township of East Nissouri, a letter requesting 
County Council to confirm East Nuissouri Township By-laws 


Number 706 and 724. 


10. From the Lake Erie Regional Development Associa- 
tion, a letter asking County Council to appoint an ARDA Com- 
mittee. 


11. From the Department of Highways, letters approving 
of County of Oxford By-laws Number 1785 and 1788. 


12. From the Department of Highways, a copy of the Audit 
Report on Road Expenditures for the year 1964. 


13. From the Soils and Crops Branch, Department of Agri- 
culture, a letter advising of grants that are available from major 
demonstration projects.

To the Warden and Members of the Council 
of the County of Oxford: 


Gentlemen, — Your Committee beg to report as follows— 
Ist. We recommend the following Personnel Policies: 


Conditions of employment for full time employees’ with 
the County of Oxford in Road Office, Assessor’s Department, 
Caretakers Department, Clerk’s Office and Judge’s Secretary. 


ANNUAL VACATIONS 


hk; Employees in the employ of the Corporation on July Ist 
and who have completed 6 months of continuous service on that 
date, shall receive one (1) weeks vacation with pay. 


tas Employees in the employ of the Corporation on July Ist 
and who have completed one (1) year of continuous service on 
that date, shall receive two (2) weeks vacation with pay and 
annually thereafter; those who have completed ten (10) years 
of continuous service on that date shall receive three (3) weeks 
vacation with pay and annually thereafter; those who have com- 
pleted fifteen (15) years of continuous service on that date shall 
receive four (4) weeks vacation with pay and annually there- 
after; those who have completed twenty (20) years of continuous 
service on that date shall receive five (5) weeks vacation with 
pay and annually thereafter; those who have completed twenty- 
five (25) years of continuous service on that date shall receive 
six (6) weeks vacation with pay and annually thereafter. 


af An employee shall not have the right to carry forward all 
or part of a vacation from one calendar year to another, except 
with the written approval of the employer. 


Ae When a statutory holiday falls on a day of the scheduled 
vacation, an employee shall be entitled to an additional day of 
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vacation, the additional day or days to be granted at a time which 
will not interfere with the efficient operation of the Corporations 
business or disrupt the vacation period as scheduled for © other 
employees. 


BS Vacation schedules shall be prepared each year by the 
Heads of Departments. 


6. An employee who retires or separates from the County of 
Oxford is entitled to a portion of his vacation pay, in proportion 
of the number of months he has worked from July Ist in any year 
to the total of 12 months. 


STATUTORY HOLA 
The following are recognized as statutory holidays for the 
employees:

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FIFTH REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON COUNTY ROADS 


To the Warden and Members of the Council 
of the County of Oxford: 


Gentlemen, — Your Committee beg to report as follows— 


Ist. After the road programme was passed by the County 
Council at the March Session of County Council, your Committee 
proceeded with the work for the year. Specifications were pre- 
pared and tenders called on supplies, trucking and equipment 
rental. Awards were made to the lowest tenderer and in cases 
of identical quotations on supplies, the requirements are being 
divided between the companies quoting with consideration to 
the cost on the job and the suitability of the materials for the 
work being done. 


2nd. The long cold spring had the effect that the sub- 
grades did not regain their stability before the half load restric- 
tions were lifted with the result that the hard top asphalt roads 
showed, on examination, excessive checking and small cracks 
which if left without repair, would permit moisture getting into 
the pavements and causing extensive disintegration of the road 
surface. On examining the surfaces closely and marking same 
for patching, it has been estimated that the spring patching will 
exceed the estimate of $65,000.00 by some $20,000.00. The gra- 
vel resurfacing is completed and the first application of dustlay- 
er has been applied. The mowing of the road shoulders is now 
in progress and the application of the Chemical Weed Killer will 
be started next week. Winter control since January Ist. has 
cost $30,126.64 which is $9,676.05 more than in 1964. The 
warning signs and fingerboard signs have been re-checked and 
the extra signs required are now in stock. 


3rd. The 1964 road contracts on Road 4, 13, 14 and 16 
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carried into 1965 are now completed and the County is in the 
position to call tenders on paving shortly. 


The 1964 bridge contract on Road 17, Con. 12, East Nissouri 
has been completed. 


The Contract for Fencing, Grading, Structure and _ Base 
Courses on Road 13, lots 8-14, Con. I-II, Dereham has been 
awarded to Lewis Construction Co. and approved by the Depart- 
ment of Highways. The Contract price was $85,472.30, which 
with materials and service supplied by the County, brought the 
total estimated cost to $111,323.30. 


The contracts on the Slabtown Bridge near Ayr, Oxford- 
Waterloo Boundary, were let on May 7th at a cost of $88,910.00 
for the General contract awarded to E. & E. Seegmiller Ltd., 
Kitchener, and $114,662.00 for the superstructure awarded to 
Canada Machinery Corporation, Galt. 


The contract on the Perth-Oxford Bridge, Con. III, West 
Zorra was awarded to MclLean-Foster, St. Marys, in the amount 
of $37,954.80. The cost of materials and services supplied by 
the Counties amount to approximately $7,500.00, making the 
total cost of the project $45,454.80. This structure is under the 
supervision of Perth County and the contract was awarded on 


May lI. 


The Brant-Oxford structure, Con. VIII, East Oxford is com- 
pleted under the supervision of Brant County at an _ estimated 
cost to the Counties of $23,456.00. 


Plans for the Blandford-East Zorra Bridge, lot 22, East 
Zorra and Road 18 Bridge, lot 24, North Norwich are now com- 
pleted and contracts will be called on receipt of the approval of 
the Department of Highways. 


Plans are completed on the Greenfield Bridge and tenders 
are being called on July 6th to be opened in Kitchener. 
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Detail plans and tender details are nearing completion for 
the work on Road 14, Con. IV, East Oxford, and a call for tend- 
ers will be made within the next two weeks. 


Right-of-way plans for Road 28, Road 7 and Road 29 are 
well advanced and properties purchased should be under way 
shortly. 


Fencing on Road 6 at Fairview is nearing completion and 
the grading is expected to start within a week. 


There has been expended on the County Road System to 
June 15, the sum of $306,900.65. 


4th. Asa result of the County Roads Needs Study, certain 
additions to and deletions from the existing County Road System 
have been found to be desirable and that certain funds will be re- 
quired to meet the needs of the County Road System within the 
next ten years. 


Your Committee therefore recommends that the following 
roads be added to the Oxford County Road System: 


1) The Boundary road between Blandford and Blenheim 
Townships from King’s Highway 2 to County Road 29, a dist- 
ance of 5.3 miles. 


2)a. The County boundary road between Oxford and Nor- 
folk County (between Townships of Dereham and South Nor- 
wich in Oxford and the Township of Middleton in Norfolk 
County) from King’s Highway 3 westerly to the easterly bound- 
ary of the Town of Tillsonburg, a distance of 0.5 miles. This 
road would become the joint responsibility of Oxford and Nor- 
folk Counties with each County contributing 50% of the cost of 
maintenance and construction. The County of Norfolk will also 
add this road to their system at such time as it is assumed by the 
County of Oxford. 
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b. It is recommended that the extension of the above road 
within the Town of Tillsonburg from the easterly town boundary 
to King’s Highway 19, a distance of 0.6 miles, be constructed and 
maintained under an Urban Connecting Link agreement with 
the Town of Tillsonburg. 


3) The roads in the Townships of East Oxford & West 
Oxtord connecting Sweaburg on County Road 12 and Curries on 
King’s Highway No. 59, a distance of 2.9 miles. 


4) The road between concessions VI and VII of the Town- 
ship of Dereham from County Road 10 to King’s Highway 19, 
a distance of 4.4 miles. 


5)a. The boundary road between the Townships of Bland- 
ford and East Zorra from King’s Highway 97 northerly to the 
north boundary of Blandford Township, (Blandford-Wilmot line), 
a distance of 3.5 miles. 


b. The extension of the above road, being the boundary be- 
tween the Township of East Zorra in Oxford County and _ the 
Township of Wilmot in Waterloo County, from the north bound- 
ary of the Township of Blandford (Blandford-Wilmot line) 
northerly to County Road 24, a distance of 3.1 miles. 


This portion of the road would be the joint responsibility of 
Oxford and Waterloo Counties with each County contributing 
50% of the cost of maintenance and construction. The County 
of Waterloo has approved of the addition of this road to their 
system. 


6) That portion of the boundary road between Blenheim 
Township in Oxford County and South Dumfries Township in 
the County of Brant from the south-easterly corner of Blenheim 
Township northerly to the road between Concessions I and II of 
the Township of South Dumfries, a distance of 1.2 miles. 


This road would become a joint responsibility of the Counties 
of Oxford and Brant with each county contributing 50% of the 
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cost of maintenance and construction. The County of Brant 
has approved of the addition of this road to the Brant County — 
Road System. 


Your Committee recommends that the following roads be 
deleted from the County Road System: 


1) County Road 31 in the Township of Dereham from 
County Road 19 to the westerly boundary of the Town of Tillson- 
burg, a distance of 4.4 miles. 


2) That portion of County Road 26 between the Township 
of Dereham in Oxford County and the Township of South Dor- 
chester in Elgin County from the road between the Townships of 
Malahide and South Dorchester northerly to the road between 
Concessions X and XI of the Township of Dereham, a _ distance 
of 1.2 miles. 


It is recommended that the additions and deletions to the 
County Road System be made when the By-law passed by the 
Council at the Autumn Session is approved by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council. 


Your Committee further recommends, in light of the road 
needs found to exist by the County Needs Study, that a mill rate 
of 8.1 mills be adopted to provide money for County Road ex- 
penditures for the period 1966 to 1975.

The Warden and Members of the Council 
Of the Corporation of The County of Oxford: 


Gentlemen: 
Pursuant to the authority and direction of Section 93 (1) of 
The Assessment Act R. S. O. 1960, Chapter 23, vour County 


Assessor begs leave to submit the following report. 


This is the Ninth Annual Report which I have had the hon- 
our of compiling after completing the equalization of the County 
in the year 1956. 


I am pleased to report that there has been considerable in- 
crease in assessment and valuations in the year 1964, continuing 
the normal, healthy growth within the County. 
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1964 Revised Taxable Assessment and Valuations ..$62,835,680. 
1963 Post Annexation Equalized Assessment and 


ValuationS. oasis. ose o eeu odie» 5 5)b, eum $61,475,985. 


1964 INCREASE. ..... 000+» bems hoes 5 > sen $ 1,359,695. 9 


The proposed 1965 equalization figures are (with one excep- 
tion) the total amount of the revised taxable assessment shown ~ 


on the local assessment rolls for the year 1964, plus additions 


made under Section 54 of The Assessment Act. It is felt that — 
the local assessments bear a just relation one to another and are — 


so close in all municipalities that, therefore, the local assessment 
total of each should be the equalized total of each for County 
purposes. The valuations of Provincial, Federal and Ontario 
Hydro Properties upon which grants in lieu of taxes are paid, 
will be added to the gross total for the apportioning of county 
rates in the year 1966. 


NOTE 1. The one exception is a municipality which has a 


large industrial fixed assessment and the Assessment Committee — 


feel that, as this is purely a local matter, the equalized assess- 
ment of this municipality, for County purposes, should be in- 
creased to some extent to compensate for this fixed assessment. 


NOTE 2. There were amendments to The Assesment Act 
in the years 1960 and 1961 whereby the valuations of Provincial, 
Federal and Ontario Hydro Electric Power Commission Proper- 
ties upon which grants in lieu of taxes are paid are to be added to 
the aggregate valuations of each municipality to form the basis 
for the apportioning of County Rates. These valuations are set 
out in Schedule “C” of this report. 


NOTE 3. Assessments made pursuant to Section 54 of 


The Assessment Act which are to be added for the purposes of 
equalization consist of new buildings, additions and new business 
placed on the supplementary roll by the assessor as of January 


Ist, 1965 and liable for the full twelve months’ taxes in the year 
1965. 
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ANNEXATION 

i The separated Town of Ingersoll asked for annexation of 
}| all lands in the Township of West Oxford surrounding the Town 
to the West and South to the MacDonald-Cartier Freeway. I 
worked with the Township in preparing their case for hearing be- 
fore the Ontario Municipal Board. The Town was. granted 
only a very small portion of their requested annexation—namely 
118 acres to the West of their present boundaries. 


The Town subsequently appealed the award and at the 
hearing of the appeal the 118 acres were returned to the Town- 
ship of West Oxford thus leaving the boundaries unchanged and 
consequently no loss of assessment. 


THE ASSESSMENT ACT 

There have been no changes of any significane in the Act 
this year. The Legislature feels that as they have appointed a 
Committee on taxation to enquire into, hold hearings, and submit 
their findings and proposed changes to The Assessment Act and 
other related Municipal Acts it would be unwise to amend the 
Act until the Committee’s’ report and recommendations are 


tabled. 


ASSESSMENT PRACTICE 

The Hon. J. W. Spooner, Minister of Municipal Affairs has 
stated at our annual Convention that starting with the year 1966 
all Assessors in the Province of Ontario will be licenced by his 
Department. While the terms of reference have not been made 
public as yet, it would appear that all present assessors will be 
licenced and graded according to qualifications and those who 
cannot meet the requirements will be licenced on a _ temporary 
basis until such time as their term of office is completed and when 
new assessors are appointed there will be certain minimum edu- 
cational standards required along with a stipulation re enrolment 
in the training programme provided by Queen’s University for 
Assessors. 


An Ontario Regulation 24/65 was made in January of this 
year for increased grants by the Department of Municipal Affairs 
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to those Counties appointing County Assessment Commissioner. 
The grant not to exceed $12,500. per annum toward salaries and 
50% of the initial cost of all approved office equipment. The 
grant varies in the different Counties according to the depart- 
ment schedule and salaries paid. To date 10 Counties have 
appointed a County Assessment Commissioner and one appoint- 


ment is pending. 


The Department also released a new manual of assessment 
values in August 1964. These values are based on the 1962 cost 
year. Each Municipal Assessment Department in the Province 
received a copy of this manual. The Provincial Assessors are 
holding courses of instruction in the use of the manual and _ the 
cost factors in the counties which have appointed County Assess- 
ment Commissioners and have advised that assistance cannot be 
given to other municipalities at the present time due to insuffici- 
ent trained staff in the Department. 


ASSESSMENT TRAINING 

Since the advent of the new manual J have been holding 
regular meetings of all the municipal assessors training them in 
the use of the new manual. The Assessors are all very keen in 
their approach to the manual and the course is going over very 
well. I feel it will take at least another year of training period 
for the Assessors to become conversant in all phases of the cost 
approach incorporated in this manual. 


Four of our Assessors have been taking the training course 
conducted by the Institute of Municipal Assessors in conjunction 
with Queen’s University. 


I have tutored these students during the past year along with 
the Assessor for the separated Town of Ingersoll. 


I am very pleased to report that all 5 were successful in 
passing the examinations in their particular year. 
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C. Bawtinhimer, Blenheim—3rd and final year. 
C. Facey, East Zorra—3rd and final year. 

W. Fitzpatrick, Tillsonburg—2nd year 

G. Hutchinson, Dereham—lIst vear 

F, Jenkins, Ingersoll—lst year. 


The fees for the advanced course of study are now set at 
$150. per annum and the Department re-imburses the municipal 
students to the amount of 60% of the course fee in each year they 
are successful in passing their examinations. 


ADDITIONAL ASSESSMENT FOR CURRENT 
YEAR TAXATION 


Section 53 of The Assessment Act states that new buildings, 
additions, property ceasing to be exempt, and new businesses etc. 
shall be taxed from the first of the month following transmission 
of the assessment notice, when the property is occupied or fit for 
occupancy, 1.e. assessment is placed on the tax roll of the current 
year for 10 months, six months or as the case may be. 


The County’s share of this additional revenue in the year 
1964 was in the amount of $3,584.92, which is certainly a_ great 
benefit towards defraying the cost of your County Assessor’s 
Office. These assessment figures and taxes are set out in detail 
on one of the pages of this report. 


Prior to Oxford County adopting the County Assessment 
System, very little, if any revenue was derived from this source 
by the municipalities and the County received no additional rev- 
enue at all. This surely emphasizes the fact that making the 
local assessors more or less full time, paying them commensurate 
to their duties and capabilities is sound procedure, as the assess- 
ors, to a great extent, pay their way through this additional 
revenue. The keeping up-to-date of sections 53 and 54 by your 
County Assessor and local Assessors, not only benefits the local 
municipalities but the County as a whole and ensures equalization 
’ to all.

The 
schedule also shows the suggested equalized assessment and your 
Assessment Committee is recommending same for adoption as 
the equalization total of each municipality for the year 1965.

A schedule comparing the proposed 1965 equalization of 
rateable property, business assessment and valuations on Crown 
Grant Property in the County with the 1964 equalization figures. 


SCHEDULE “C” 

A schedule which shows the amount of valuations of Crown 
Properties eligible for grants to be added to the aggregate equal- 
ization of each municipality and the sum total of the two is the 
amount to be used for the apportionment of County Rates in the

(b) <A list showing the amount of assessment added under 
Section 54 of The Assessment Act as of January lst, for full tax- 
ation in the year 1965. This forms part of the equalization and 
is also shown on Schedule “A”, 

(c) A compiled percentage sheet showing the breakdown 
of various type properties within each municipality. The totals 
throughout the County are also shown with the percentage each 
bears to the whole. 
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GENERAL 

The Assessors in the County are all maintaing adequate, up- 
to-date records thus assuring that through this efficiency of 
collecting and using the data pertaining to valuation an high 
calibre of assessment is maintained. 


The attendance at our work shop is almost always 100%. 
The Assessors benefit greatly from these one day sessions as 
they are brought up-to-date on new legislation, their local prob- 
lems are discussed and every assessor become thoroughly familiar 
with each other’s procedures, bringing about true equalization 
within the County. 


An Annual Report is complied for each municipality. The 
Assessors and I work together on these and in my office we check 
the final figures, balance, cut and run the stencils so that same 
are available for the first meeting of the incoming Council in the 
New Year. Last year many new details were added including 
breakdown for schools and the division of the corporation assess- 
ment, residential and commercial from the non-corporation 
assessment. 


Each year there are a number of school equalizations I am 
called to act on, District High Schools, Union and Township 
School Areas, aften the boundaries of these involve adjacent 
Counties. 


My services are always available to local Clerks and Councils 
in the field of Municipal Administration other than Assessment. 
I am pleased to be of assistance. 


My thanks and appreciation to the County and Municipal 
Officials, and to all members of the County Council for their co- 
operation throughout the year.

SEVENTH REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON COUNTY ROADS 


To the Warden and Members of the Council 
of the County of Oxford: 


Gentlemen, — Your Committee beg to report as follows— 


Ist. The following is a summary of the work carried out 
under our direction on the County Road System during the year 


1965. 


The expenditure on the work completed this year will be 
approximately $1,185,318.75. The County’s share of the  ex- 
penditure is estimated at $510,784.41, the amount provided by 
levies. The amount expended will be some $87,000.00 less than 
estimated in the programme, but as a portion of the bridge ex- 
penditure was spent on roads, the subsidy from the Province will 
be less than estimated in the programme and the County’s share 
the same as estimated. 


GENERAL ACCOUNT 
The expenditure in the General Account will exceed the esti 
mate of $39,562.00 by some $1,800.00. The increase was unilorm 
over the various items. 
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MACHINERY REPAIR 

The cost of operation of the Woodstock and Embro Shops 
will be the estimated amount of $15,000.00. $16,583.00 was spent 
on two Massey Ferguson 302 tractors with front end loaders, one 
equipped with a post hole digger and one equipped with a back- 
hoe. ‘lwo Minneapolis Moline tractors with front end loaders 
and mowers were traded in on the new units. These new units 
are not as large as the units originally considered in the esti- 
mates, but they are powerful enough to meet the County needs. 


BRIDGES AND CULVERTS 

The total expenditure on bridges for the year will be approxi- 
mately $98,000.00 less than the estimated $418,500.00. The larg- 
er part of this amount is the amount outstanding on the Ayr 
bridges which will not be completed until 1966, and the bridges 
on Road 28 for which plans have been prepared and which were 
deleted from the programme to keep the overall expenditure 
within the County budget. 


ROAD CONSTRUCTION. 

The work programme for the year has been completed, except 
for the work outlined on Road 28 and the base courses on Road 
14. The land on Road 7 was not obtained from the _ property 
owners. The Construction expenditure exceeds the estimated 


cost of $413,006.00 by $30,000.00. 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 

General maintenance was carried on during the year. Snow 
fences were taken down in the spring, stored, and erected this 
fall. 203 hundred foot rolls of snow fence are being purchased 
Two applications of dustlayer were applied on al! the roads except 
where construction work was carried out, and on the construction 
sites an application was made early in the spring. Chemical 
weed killer was used where there was not any danger of damag- 
ing crops. Shoulders were mowed twice, and on recently con- 
structed roads having flat slopes mowing operation were carried 
out to the fence line. Salt treated sand piles are located at five 
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locations in the County, thus making treated sand readily avail- 
able. The total amount of sand treated and piled is approxi- 
mately 9000 cubic yards.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1796 


AUTHORIZING SPEED LIMITS 


WHEREAS subsection 6a of section 59 of the Highway Traffic 
Act (R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 172) authorize the council of a town- 
ship or county by by-law to prescribe a lower or higher rate of 
speed for motor vehicles on a highway or portion. of highway 
under its jurisdiction that is not within a built-up area or subur- 
ban district than is prescribed in clause “a” of subsection 1 of 
section 59, but such rate of speed shall not be less than 35 miles 
per hour or more than 60 miles per hour; 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient that the speed hmit 
for motor vehicles on certain highways in the Municipality of the 
County of Oxford be either decreased or increased or both; 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Municipal Corporation 
of the County of Oxford enacts as follows: 


1. When any highway or portion of highway set out in 
Schedule “B” appended hereto is marked in compliance 
with the regulations under The Highway Traffic Act the 
maximum rate of speed thereon shall be the rate of speed 
prescribed in the schedule. 


2. The penalties provided in subsection 12 of section 59 of 
The Higrway Traffic Act shall apply to offences against 
this by-law.

BY-LAW NO. 1797 
Of the Muncipal Council of the County of Oxford. 


BEING a By-law to establish Personnel Policies for certain full 
time employees of the County of Oxford. 


WHEREAS Councils of Municipalities are authorized to pass 
by-laws for providing Personnel Policies for employees of said 
Municipalities. 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed advisable and expedient to pass 
such a by-law for certain full time employees of the County of 
Oxford. 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Oxford enacts as follows: 
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A. ANNUAL VACATIONS 


Ly Employees in the employ of the Corporation on July Ist 
and who have completed 6 months of continuous service on that 
date, shall receive one (1) weeks vacation with pay. 


Bs Employees in the employ of the Corporation on July Ist 
and who have completed one (1) year of continuous service on 
that date, shall receive two (2) weeks vacation with pay and 
annually thereafter; those who have completed ten (10) vears of 
continuous service on that date shall receive three (3) weeks va- 
cation with pay and annually thereafter; those who have com- 
pleted fifteen (15) years of continuous service on that date shall 
receive four (4) weeks vacation with pay and annually thereafter ; 
those who have completed twenty (20) years of continuous service 
on that date shall receive five (5) weeks vacation with pay and 
annually thereafter; those who have completed twenty-five (25) 
years of continuous service on that date shall receive six (6) weeks 
vacation with pay and annually thereafter. 


a An employee shall not have the right to carry forward all 
or part of a vacation from one calendar year to another, except 
with the written approval of the employer. 


4. When a statutory holiday falls on a day of the schedule 
vacation, an employee shall be entitled to an additional day of 
vacation, the additional day or days to be granted at a time which 
will not interfere with the efficient operation of the Corporations 
business or disrupt the vacation period as scheduled for other em- 
ployees.

Si Vacation scheduled shall be prepared each year by the 
Heads of Departments. 


6. An employee who retires or separates from the County \of 
Oxford is entitled to a portion of his vacation pay, in proportion 
of the number of months he has worked from July Ist in any year 
to the total of 12 months. 
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STATUTORY HOLIDAYS 


The following are recognized as statutory holidays for the 
employees: 


New Years Day, Good Friday, Victoria Day, Dominion Day, 
Civic Holiday, Labour Day, Thanksgiving Day, Christmas Day 
and Boxing Day — Total 9. And any other holiday proclaimed 
by the Warden. 


B. SICK LEAVE 


Le Sick leave credits shall accumulate at the rate of 1 i/2 days 
for each and every full month of employment. There shall be no 
limit to the amount of sick leave credits an employee may accum- 
ulate. 


Ze When an employee is absent due to illness, the working 
days absent shall be deducted from the accumulated sick leave 
credits. If the sick leave credits of an employee are exhausted 
during an illness, remuneration shall cease unless continuance of 
such remuneration is authorized by the Corporation. 


3. An employee is not entitled to sick leave until such time as 
the employee has completed 12 consecutive calendar months oi 
service after January 1, 1965, and has accumulated 18 days sick 
leave credit. 


4, Sick leave credits due an employee shall be payable only at 
retirement at the normal retirement age, or 


(a) when an employee with ten (10) vears or more of full ser- 
vice voluntarily terminates employment, or 


(b) in the event of death of the employee prior to retirement, to 
the beneficiary.

ie The cash surrender value in these circumstances shall be 
that amount of wages or salary equal to one-half (2) the number 
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of sick leave credits accumulated. In any event, this cash surr- 
ender value shall not exceed one-half (’2) years earnings at the 
rate received by the employee immediately prior to qualifying 
for a cash surrender value. 


C. GENERAL 

ihe Ail questions or circumstances not covered by the above, 
are to be referred to the Personnel Committe of County Council 
for a ruling.
